The difpatches received by the Lifbon Mail, which ar- 
rived on Friday, ftate---the Executive Direétory has made 
formal demand of the Court of Spain for permiffion to 
march 50,00 troops through that country for the attack 
on Portugal, which demand the weak Cabinet of Madrid 
has complied with, although the confequences are fo ob- 
vious. 

The Council of Madrid did not agree to grant the paf- 
fage required until after repeated deliberations during four 
days. Qne party of the Council was of opinion that 
there was lefs danger in hottilities, which the Dire@ory 
threatened in cale of refufal, than in acceding to the de- 
mand of marching Republican troops through the country, 
But the other party having the greacteit preponderance, 
the meafure was carried. Time will thew its conle. 
quences,

The French troops now on their march to enter Switzer- 
land in different points amount to 50,000. Twenty thoul- 
and ef the army of the Upper Rhine are to eater by Buile, 
uuder Geueral Schavenburg ; General Menard will com- 
mand fourteen or fifteen thoufand; and an equal uumber 
will arrive from Iraly. General Brune is to be Comman- 
der in Chief. 

We are informed from Lyons, that fince that commune 
was declared ina flate of ficge 1500 perfon, either requi- 
fitionaries, emigrant, or aflaffins have been arrefied. 

Ao attempt was made on the night between 12th and 
13th infant to cut down the tree of liberty in the commune 
of Charrone near Paris. The culprit, however, was dif 
covered, and confefled that he tad beca inftigated to do 
fo by a women named Orendi, daughter of a former 
Commandant of Rocroi.

“On the 27th Pluviofe (February 15th.) the people re- 
paired in great crowds tothe place Campo Formio. Ii 
was there with fhouts they proclaimed their liberty, and 
that the Roman republic refulcinated by an a& figned by 
feveral thoufands of the citwens. The tee of liberty was 
afterwards plaated before the capitol, and in feveral of the 
public places, 

‘* At noon a-deputation from the people, bearing the co- 
lors of the Roman Republic, went to find the general in 
chief, Berthier, in the camp under the walls of Rome, 
and prefented to him the wifhes of the Roman people, and 
alfo their provincial goverament 

* The commander in chief, after having received the dé. 
putation, proceeded immediately to the capitol. He ar- 
rived there preceded by the mufic and by the grenadieis 
of the army, and fellowed by his etat-major, with one 
hundred-horfeman from every regiment of cavalry. The 
proceffion pafled through the city, in the midf of an im- 
menfe crowd of people, who were ele&rified by the mok 





boly enthutiafin.

Altars of Liberty have been raifedin the Capitol, Five 
Confuls are there invefted with the Executive Power, 
The other Members of the Proviftonal Government ave 
inftalled in the place of the Papal Government.
